L E S S S E E D A D E Q U A T E I F S O W N 
C A R E F U L L Y ON G O O D S E E D B E D 
Sowing 8 pounds of red clover or 
alfalfa per acre puts over 60 seeds 
on each square foot of ground. With 
alsike clover the number is more 
than doubled and with timothy it 
is about five times as great. 
It does not take many clover and 
timothy plants to the square foot to 
give a good stand and a good crop. 
Apparently, the mortality must be 
pretty high and much more seed 
seems to be sown than should be 1 
nect sary. 
W ith 
hardy 
adapted 
clov' r and alfalfa seed scarce and 
costly, perhaps something can be 
done to insure good stands with less 
seed, thus saving money individually 
and making the adapted seed sow 
more acres. 
Where seeding with spring grain, 
experience leads the farmer to sow 
plenty of seed, and still stands may 
be thin. Spring grain seedbeds often 
are simply plowed, harrowed and 
drilled. 
This leaves lease, cloddy 
soil which dries out quickly and m 
which the little seedlings have a 
mighty hard time. What they need 
is fine soil, worked until it is solid 
and firm. 
Fall or winter plowing 
gives more of this condition. 
Better seedbeds for clover and 
grass could be gotten, often with less ! 
time and labor, by disking or harrow ­ 
ing corn and potato fields instead : 
of loosening them deeply with a 
plow. 
Where the land is spring- ; 
plowed, going over it a few more ! 
times with the disk, roller, or plank 
drag before sowing will make pos­ 
sible better stands with less seed. 
The stand is nearly always best at 
the ends of the field which get extra 
tramping or in the drill wheel track.

oats will mean less competition with 
the clover and fewer burned-out and 
dried-up clover stands. Cutting oats 
in the milk stage makes good ha\ 
and in dry seasons materially helps 
the clover 


In seeding on winter grain many 
farmers throw a heavy seeding out 
on the ground very early in spring, 
hoping that enough of it will ger­ 
minate and escape death from later 
freeres 
Some have found that they 
get better and surer stands by sow­ 
ing a much smaller amount of seed 
with a disk seeder after the ground 
is dry enough for a te„m. Some go 
over the grain with a harrow, weed- 
er, or cultipacker after broadcast 
scodings, while others use a disk 
drill with the clover sown down the 
spouts. 
Any method of covering 
seems better than depending en­ 
tirely on Nature. 
Alfalfa seedings seem more apt 
to be killed by late freezes than 
clover. 
Alfalfa also seems to need 
more careful covering than clover. 
Consequently, later sowing and some 
| covering 
is 
especially 
desirable 
where alfalfa makes up all or a 
part of the seeding. 
Later clover 
or alfalfa seedings are also less apt 


FIND SOIL MANAGEMENT 
IMPORTANT IN ORC HARD 
W ith 
spring 
approaching, 
the 
Lawrence county ore hard 1st is turn­ 
ing his attention to the soil manage­ 
ment program which will be carried 
out this season. 
The use of commercial fertilizer 
will be part of the program in prac­ 
tically all orchards which receive 
good care. 
The question is. “ What 
fertilizer and How M uch?” 
Nitro­ 
gen is the element which produces 
the quickest and most marked re­ 
sponse in tree growth and produc­ 
tivity. 
For apples, an application 
of nitrogenous fertilizer at the rate 
of one-fourth to one-third of a 
pound a tree for each year of the 
tree's age up to 30 years. 
For 
peaches, a more generous applica­ 
tion of one-third to one-half pound 
for each year of the tree’s age up 
to 10 years is suggested. 
The ap­ 
plication should be made in March 
or April, and at least 2 to 4 weeks 
before full bloom. 
Phosphate, lime, and potash, ap­ 
plied primarily for the sod or cover 
crop, may be used in the same man­ 
ner that they would be used in 
growing these crops outside the or­ 
chard. 
Experience has shown that long 
Continued unbroken sod in the apple 
orchard generally results in poor 
tree growth and consequently low 
productivity, while long continued 


cultivation each season reduces the 
organic matter in the soil and re­ 
sults in excessive erosion. 
Many 
growers with sod orchards are steer­ 
ing a wise middle course b 
thor­ 
oughly harrowing up the sod once 
in winter or early spring and then 
allowing it to go without further 
cultivation until the next season. 
This reduces the competition for 
nitrogen between trees and sod in 
early spring, and results in better 
tree growth and productivity. 
To do their best, peaches demand 
more cultivation than apples. Hence, 
the peach orchard or the apple or­ 
chard interplanted with peaches is 
cultivated from early spring until 
the middle or last of May. 
Some 
growers continue cultivation much 
later, but this practice seems un­ 
desirable because of tlie added ex­ 
pense and the fact that it usually 
results in slowly reducing the soil 
organic matter. 
This subject is more completely 
discussed in Circular No. 171 "Soil 
Management in the Orchard." which 
may be obtained free of charge from 
the Agrirnitural Extension office, 
206 Past Office building New Castle.
